Karmera in America are likely to 
over estimate the importance of broad 
acres, and measure their wealth by 
the SIM* of their farms. In cutting 
farms out of forests, the larger the 
• leaiiiiK I he greater was the upper- 
tiiuitv; aud iu iH>u«iueriug the prairiea 
the ciiBuoes of pruHt were measured 
by the siae of the breaking. 

Added to thia natural need of space 
there has alwaya been the fe«<lin^ that 
laud itself will pay for kt^eping in tbe 
urugress of settlement. Thia auoouuta 
fur the fact that ani average farm in 
the t'uited Slates is still more than 
lao acres with less than three flftha 
of it tilhil. The majority of fsrmen 
are "laud poor," unable tu use to good 
advantage the aciea they liuhl. 

It ia worth while to know tlial iu a 
large part of the world, Ihe sumll 
farms are the tlmfiy homes of the 
(leople. Fuurfitibsol Bstaria, Bel- 
gium aud Switaeriaud are in farms of 
lebs than twelve acres Ibe tUh 
Isle of Jersey is so divkl«>d that an 
average (arm is eight acres. Uue 
third of Fran<-e is fnriiieii by owners 
of seien and one half acres. Prussia 
has IKN».I«,(I lam H of h-ss iliau fitur 
iieies Ihe poHlilel iv<-iittns iil tbise 
small failiis nliows tin- truth of IWn 
I'lai klin's luutiiu "The liest manure 
Inr the farm is tbe foot of its owner."
